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Crowd turns out for 
public meeting at BYC 
on phosphorus in lake

The Michigan Department of 
Environment, Great Lakes, and Energy 
held an informational meeting at the 
Belleville Yacht Club on Aug. 13 to discuss 
its work at setting a new Total Maximum 
Daily Load (TMDL) for Phosphorus in 
Ford and Belleville Lakes. 

Sarah Holden, an environmental 
quality specialist, led the meeting before 
the crowded meeting room at the BYC, 
explaining how the existing TMDL was 
developed in 1996 and updated in 2004. 

After a law suit brought by Dexter, Ann 
Arbor, Chelsea and Loch Alpine, last 
October a circuit court directed the state to 
review and revise the TMDLs. 

“I’m hoping this is the end,” said Gary 
Kohlhepp from EGLE. He said after they 
adopt the new plan, they can go back and 
issue permits and do compliance checks. 

The details related and maps shown 
by Holden are all on the EGLE web site: 
http://www.michigan.gov/waterquality . 

Holden said algal toxin were found in 
some of the algae blooms in the last couple 
of years in Belleville Lake. 

She said people should avoid thick scums 
and that neither Ford nor Belleville lakes 
currently meet water quality standards. 

“We propose 30 micrograms per liter of 
phosphorus for both lakes,’ Holden said 
of the new standards. “This level helps 
prevent severe algal blooms.” She noted 
currently Ford Lake’s TMDL is 50 and 
Belleville Lake’s is 30. 

Holden said phosphorus does not go 
away. She said a plant may take up the 
phosphorus but then is released when the 
plant deteriorates. Also, Ann Arbor takes 
drinking water from Barton Pond. She said 
26% of the existing load of phosphorus 
from upstream is lost before entering Ford 
Lake. 

Most of the Belleville Lake load comes

He had five red bud trees planted, paid for the landscaping, and was to 
pay for two benches, but Russell Design — which designed the splash pad area -- was so touched by Egypt’s story that it donated one 
of the benches. Covington arranged for an arborist from Davy Tree Service to watch over the trees. In fact, one tree was ailing earlier 
in the week and was replaced in time for the ceremony. Egypt was murdered June 23, 2017 in her VBT home and her killer has yet to 
be brought to justice. 


VBT ends lifetime medical coverage, adds health savings account

Human Resources Director Nicole 
Sumpter said the township has been 
looking into retiree health care coverage 
for some time. 

She said as of Sept. 1, all new hires will 
receive a health savings plan, tax free, that 
can only be used for health care purposes. 
The township will put $2,500 into the 
individual accounts every year.

Trustee Reggie Miller said this new 
plan is “wonderful,” given the exorbitant 
health care costs. She asked if employees 
could add additional funds to their account 
to make it larger and Sumpter said she is 
looking into that.

$10,000 per employee per year.

Gabby’s Games 
draw 167 children 
to Sumpter event 


At Tuesday’s meeting of the Sumpter 
Township Board of ‘Trustees, Police 
Detective/Sergeant John Toth explained 
his idea of an event to remember Gabrielle 
Barrett, a four-year-old who was murdered 
in her home in Rawsonville Woods on 
Jan. 1, 2018. Her mother and the mother’s 
boyfriend are now serving long terms for 
the crime. 

Det/Sgt. Toth said his idea to have an 
event was discussed with the Wayne 
County prosecutor’s office as something to 
remember Gabby. He said the Rawsonville 
Woods community has the largest number 
of children in the township. The event 
planning started with the police and fire 
departments and then spread to the Parks 
and Recreation Commission, as well, as the 
idea grew. Businesses in the community 
were contacted and no one said no, Toth 
said. 

He said on the day of the event, last 
Friday, when a representative of the 
prosecutor’s office arrived, they walked to 
the place where Gabby was found and then 
they returned to the clubhouse area and, “T 
saw all those kids. They were everywhere,” 
Toth said, in wonder. 

He said the children were playing 
regular games, getting food, and attending 
educational programs. Det./Cpl. John 
Ashby said it was Toth’s “brain child” and, 
“It wouldn’t have happened without him.” 
Congratulations to all who helped the 
children — and remembered Gabby.

On Saturday morning, my son Jim and I 
went over to see the 105mm Howitzer that 
had just been delivered to the front yard of 
the VFW/PLAV post on Bemis Road.

They listed Van Buren Township as 137" 
safest city in the state, with population 
of 27,911, 2.94 violent crimes per 1,000 
population, and 23.14 property crimes per 
1,000. 

The municipalities were rated from 
information on the FBI Uniform Crime 
Report. Belleville wasn’t rated and the report 
team said if your town isn’t on the list, it’s 
because there was incomplete FBI Uniform 
Crime reporting or a failure to turn in a 
report. Don’t know if that’s why Belleville 
isn’t listed. 

Grosse Ile Township was rated the safest

Last week, I got a call from Terry Mills, 
who used to be the local character in the 
City of Belleville years ago. He said he lives 
in Ohio now and can see Cedar Point from

Sumpter said active employees will have 
full health care, but the township is looking 
at hiring eight new employees soon and the 
new plan will be for them. 

“This will stop the bleeding,” Sumpter 
said, referring to the unfunded medical 
retirement liabilities that rise every time 
someone retires. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said the township 
has to guarantee funds for those who are 
active employees, but when they retire 
they will have the savings account which 
can only be used once separated from the 
township. 

“It’s something we had to do because of 
the cost of health care,” said Trustee Sherry 
Frazier, noting people are living longer 
than ever before and there are remarkable 
drugs and things in the medical field. 

“This is something we’ve been working 
on for a while,” said Clerk Leon Wright. 
He said they learned of the unfunded 
liabilities in the past, but now it had to start 
being reported in the audit and they are big 
numbers. 

He said the new savings account drops 
the township’s obligations considerably. 
He said if you figure someone is retired for 
20 years after separating from the township 
and it costs $20,000 a year for the medical 
coverage that adds up to big numbers. 

“Going forward will be much better,” 
Clerk Wright said. 

“I had a lot of questions about this at 
the work/study,” said Trustee Paul White, 
noting the board packet was huge and 
he did not have enough time to go over 
everything in detail. 

He said he called Burnham & Flower 
and got the information he needed which 
alleviated many of the fears he had. 

“This health savings account can be 
used to buy health insurance,” he said. “It 
won’t be that beneficial until the present 
employees retire.” 

Trustee White said he had announced that 
he was going to vote against the plan, but 
now he’s in favor of it because it will save 
the township money. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-20- 
minute meeting on Aug. 20, the board: 

e Held a moment of silence in memory 
of George Craven, who served as VBT 
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supervisor from 1982-84, and Loretta 
Speaks, who retired from VBT as election 
clerk and served on the Water and Sewer 
Commission; 

e Approved the 34" District Court 
Funding Unit Agreement and authorized 
execution of the agreement; 

e Approved the combination of two lots 
in the Seymour and Troester’s Motor City 
Acres Subdivision, 6911 Edwards Rd. 
and the lot next door which both have 
been purchased by William and Michelle 
Clawson and they want to combine them. 
There is a house on one lot; 

e Approved a resolution setting the 2019 
tax rate as .9047 allocated millage and 
6.4317 extra voted millage for public safety 
for a total of 7.3364 mills for the December 
tax levy. Before the Headlee Rollbacks, the 
original allocated millage was 1.0 mill and 
the public safety millage was 6.5 mills; 

e Approved reappointment of Gerald 
McKelvey to the Water and Sewer 
Commission with a term to expire on June 
1, 2021; 

e Approved an interlocal agreement 
between the Wayne County Airport 
Authority and the township, allowing new 
water and sewer lines for development 
on the east side of Willow Run Airport to 
connect to VBT lines, making the airport 
a customer of the township. They will 
disconnect from YCUA service there. 
The airport will construct the lines and 
turn them over to the township, but will 
maintain the lift station. Director of Water 
and Sewer James Taylor said the airport 
was able to secure bonds from the FAA; 

e Approved the first reading of an 
ordinance that includes new provisions for 
Senior Housing in the township’s zoning 
ordinance and corrects other sections of 
the ordinance for consistency. The second 
reading and final approval of the ordinance 
will take place at the Sept. 3 meeting of the 
township board. Director of Public Service 
Matthew Best said the senior population 
is growing and this will allow more senior 
housing in the VBT community; 

e Approved the base bid price of $29,995 
from Veres Environmental Graphics and 
Signs (VEGAS) to design and install an 
electronic message sign in front of the 
township hall. This is for the basic sign and 
the special frame design will be worked out

from Ford Lake, Holden said. 

She said the new standards will ask 
for large cut backs on five wastewater 
treatment plants. 

She said they will be accepting written 
comments on the plan through Sept. 2 
and, by court order, the document must be 
submitted to the EPA by Oct. 3. 

Pete Creal of the BYC, who set up the 
meeting there, asked how they can be 
assured the EPA will accept the TMDL as 
proposed. 

“Green algae are out there today,” Creal 
said of Belleville Lake, noting a bottle of 
the green water was presented to Holden 
before the meeting. 

“I don’t know how people can be assured 
we don’t make revisions,” Holden said. 

“If we hear from one side or another, 
changes might be proposed,” Kohlhepp 
said. “Do you feel phosphorus reductions 
are needed?” he asked the crowd and it 
roared out, “Yes!” He encouraged them to 
make written statements. 

Dave Frankling of Harmony Lane asked 
if anyone was monitoring spraying on 
lawns and whether there is phosphorus 
in the fertilizer. He said, “It is disgusting, 
what’s in the water. It’s dirty, it needs to be 
less, less, less.” 

Holden said there are exceptions for 
new turf grass and golf courses statewide. 
“There is no rule they cannot sell 
phosphorus fertilizer in the state,” she said. 

Rick Lawson, watershed manager for 
the Huron River Watershed Council, said 
he appreciated them looking into this and 
based on comparison with former and 
current situations, there is no room for new 
sources. 

Andrea Dorney, technical operations 
manager of the City of Dexter’s Water and 
Sewer Utilities, said the City of Dexter just 
spent $5.5 million in an attempt to meet the 
present TMDL and now, after spending all 
that money, they will be just shy of the new 
TMDL requirement. 

“We're trying,” she said, noting there is a 
way to control phosphorus, but blue green 
algae control is not the same. She said this 
proposed TMDL doesn’t address the latest 
studies. 

“Blue green algae is a not a new thing,” 


Holden said. “It’s hard to figure out 
what triggers a bloom ... phosphorus, 
temperature ... still water.” 

Dorney said they can reduce oxygen at 
the dams by the way the water is released 
and Holden said the local dams are doing 
that. 

A man said reducing the TMDL isn’t 
fixing the problem in a permanent way. 

When Dorney made her way to her 
seat after her comments, the audience 
applauded her. 

Andrew Salmon from the BYC and 
Belleville Water Ski Club asked how they 
monitor the water and he was told the 
state monitoring schedules. Dorney called 
out that the wastewater treatment plants 
monitor daily. 

Jack Ridenour said he spends a lot of time 
in the water. He said the state is asking 
them to accept these new levels, but he has 
heard no costs or if it is feasible. 

“We don’t develop cost estimates, but it’s 
possible,” Holden said. 

Ridenour continued, “Can it be done? ... 
Anyone can put up a number ... but is it 
possible?” 

Kohlhepp said it’s an ongoing thing and 
it’s feasible to get there, but not next year. 

Another representative from EGLE 
said Dexter and two others contested and 
ended up going to circuit court. “Yes, they 
contested their permits!” he said. 

“Put up a number? ... I can’t accept that,” 
Ridenour said and the crowd applauded. 

Randy Priest of the BYC and City of 
Belleville Planning Commission said the 
30 assigned to Belleville Lake “puts us 
on the cusp. You should shoot a little bit 
lower.” 

Dennis Brooks said he is keeping his 
dogs out of the lake, but he waters his lawn 
with lake water. “Is it safe for my dogs on 
the lawn?” he asked. 

Holden said algal cells are at the top of 
the water and the intake for the lawn or 
garden water should be lower. 

“It’s not a broad-spread concern,” she 
said. 

Kohlhepp said the intake could be a little 
below the surface and be OK. “If there’s 
a surface scum, I would say don’t water 
during that time ... If the water is clear ... in 
the vast majority of cases, it’s OK ... Pd err 
on the side of caution.”

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Marcotte, who lives on the lake, questioned 
the opposition from the wastewater 
treatment plant, and Dorney said it was 
because it was a major expenditure. 

“Belleville Lake is a major piece of our 
economy,” Marcotte said. “It’s the largest 
lake in Wayne County. Our slogan is 
‘Downtown on the Lake.’ Without water 
quality ... there is a stigma.” 

He said people considering moving here 
might decide they shouldn’t be here. 

“Our property taxes will decline because 
they are afraid to swim in our lake,” 
Marcotte said. He said the City of Ann 
Arbor should stop using old technologies. 
He said in Ann Arbor they dumped 3,000 
gallons of sewage in the river in July alone 
and there’s been other sewage. But, he sees 
from Mlive, that two-cycle engines have 
been banned in Ann Arbor, including leaf 
blowers and weed whips. 

“I would be glad to sponsor a resolution 
at the city council to support TMDL 


reductions in Ford and Belleville lakes,” 
Marcotte said to applause. 

“It doesn’t do any good to make rules 
without enforcement,’ said Van Buren 
Township Trustee Sherry Frazier. She said 
they have been looking at this since the 
1990s and, “Are we going to have an algae 
bloom this summer?” 

“There’s an algae bloom on the lake right 
now,” Holden said. “No one can predict 
these things.” 

“The room is filled,” Frazier said. “There 
is a lot of concern about Belleville Lake.” 

“There is some improvement,” Kohlhepp 
said. “This TMDL will push it down. I 
think we’re getting there slowly.” 

“How can they set rules with no 
enforcement?” Frazier asked. 

Kohlhepp said for Dexter, Ann Arbor, 
Chelsea and Loch Alpine, the limits never 
became effective because they went to 
circuit court.

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Bill Emerson brings 
Dueling Open to BHS 
on Saturday

At the regular meeting of the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority on 
Aug. 21, Bill Emerson explained the 
12 hours of fencing competition he was 
bringing to the Belleville High School 
main gym within a few days -- on Aug. 24. 

Emerson, introduced by DDA chairperson 
Rosemary Loria as the grandson of former 
Belleville Mayor Justin Emerson, said he 
grew up in Belleville and then went to East 
Lansing and now he lives in Denton. 

(Emerson is the son of retired Belleville 
fire fighter and school teacher Bill Emerson 
and Mary Ann Emerson. Bill, Sr., said their 
son had to take one physical education 
class to graduate from Michigan State 
University and a friend encouraged him to 
take fencing. That’s where it all started, he 
said.) 

Emerson told the DDA said he has a 
passion for fencing and teaches fencing at 
the Ann Arbor YMCA and in Canton at the 
Summit and started the Ann Arbor Dueling 
Society. 

For 19 years he ran the dueling open 
in Ann Arbor and then it got too big, and 
they couldn’t fit the competitors in for the 
necessary 12 hours of fencing. 

Then, he said they were at the Summit in 
Canton which was unable to accommodate 
everything they need. 

“Now, we’re at Belleville,” he said, 
noting this is his 21“ year of doing this. He 
said before he left home for the meeting 
that afternoon, 108 people had registered 
for the tournament. Then, when he looked 
at his phone in the meeting, it was up to 
109. 

He said people were coming from the 
University of California-Berkley, Chicago, 
Michigan, and Canada. 

He said the local Holiday Inn cooperated 
by giving them a group of rates and referees 
who are coming from all over the country 
were getting the same rates. He said the 
referees are very important and hiring them 
is the main cost of the open. 

The way the open is run allows them to 


register with USA Fencing. 

“We fence in August and some places 
don’t have air conditioning” like BHS has, 
he said. 

He said they will be fencing in three 
categories: foil, saber, and epee. He invited 
the public, noting it is free to attend. 

He also promised them that if he does 
the open in Belleville again next year, he 
will be sure to let them know in advance, 
so they can alert the community. 

When chairman Loria found out about 
event from Emerson’s family members, she 
called DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson 
who put together a flyer welcoming the 
Duelist Open 21 to Belleville and listing 
places to dine in the city and places to shop.

“We’re following the process and will 
pass the TDML and go back and issue 
permits -- NPDES -- and have compliance 
checks,” he said. 

Dorney said Ann Arbor spent $118 
million on its wastewater treatment plant 
and, “They’re still not there.” 

A man who said he uses aerators in the 
winter to keep ice from his dock, asked if 
he could use them in the summer to keep 
toxins away? Kohlhepp said he would have 
to apply for a permit. He said it was tried 
on the other side of the state and there were 
mixed results. Some were happy, some 
unhappy, some stopped. 

Chuck Johnson asked if the 5’ drawdown 
on the lake water planned would have any 
impact on phosphorus levels and Holden 
said she wasn’t sure. Johnson was told the 
drawdown has been cancelled for this year. 

Another person said in the presentation 


there were a lot of unknowns and is there 
any evidence of what is the best way to go? 
What others are doing? 

Holden said other states are working on 
phosphorus levels, as far as state rules. She 
said the issue is nationwide and it’s a slow 
process. 

“No one has a silver bullet?” asked a man. 

“I wish,” Kohlhepp said. “We still have 
lakes where it’s a recurring problem.” 

A BYC member asked about why there 
are spikes in the algae and the signs that 
say they can’t eat the fish. There have been 
PFAS in the lake for quite a while, he said. 

Holden said they only monitor the water 
from April through September. She said the 
TMDL is only addressing the phosphorus 
and the goal is not being met.

Court Watching: 
Judge Green insists 


youthful defendant 
take responsibility

A charge of assault with a dangerous 
weapon (felonious assault) against Alexis 
Shae Jensen, 18, was dismissed by 34% 
District Court Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green on Aug. 14 as part of a plea deal 
worked out between the prosecutor and the 
defense attorney. 

Jensen pled no contest to a new 
misdemeanor charge of assault and battery 
under the Holmes Youthful Trainee 
Act. This puts her on a year’s delayed 
sentencing and if no legal problems occur 
in that time, the charge is dismissed by the 
court and wiped from her record. 

The incident occurred on July 22 in 
Sumpter Township. 

Jensen’s retained attorney William Maze 
said his client was in a new relationship 
and an interloper arrived and assaulted 
her mother. Jensen threw a knife, with a 
closed blade, at the interloper. Maze said

otherwise his client has a clear record. 

Jensen told Judge Green that she was a 
graduate of Belleville High School and is 
attending Eastern Michigan University and 
would like to become an engineer. When 
Judge Green asked about her grades in 
high school, she said she got A’s and B’s. 

Judge Green called her parents to the 
front of the courtroom and asked her father 
about the incident. 

“My daughter has been raised to be 
truthful, respectful ... and another party 
got involved,” the father said. 

Judge Green replied, “Don’t blame 
somebody else.” 

“Hopefully, she’ll learn from this,” the 
father said. 

Judge Green said it might be better to talk 
to Jensen’s mother, so the mother came 
forward. 

“I was at fault for a lot of it,” the mother 
said of the incident, and Judge Green 
interrupted her and said she shouldn’t be 
taking responsibility for something her 
daughter did. 

“It was not my mother’s fault,” Jensen 
agreed. 

Judge Green said of the mother, “She 
thinks she failed as a parent and has guilt. 
If this is the worst thing that happens, it’s 
good.” 

Judge Green said the defendant should 
say, “The incident was super-stupid and I 
got involved.” 

Judge Green levied $500 in costs and told 
Jensen her parents are not to pay this fine, 
but she is to do it herself, even if it takes 
very low weekly or monthly payments 
over the year. Judge Green insisted that 
Jensen take responsibility for her offense. 

Nathan Lavelle Spears 

Nathan Lavelle Spears, 22, waived his 
preliminary exam and was bound over to 
circuit court for an Aug. 28 arraignment on 
the information on 32 felony counts. He is 
charged with one count of embezzlement 
of $20,000 or more, 15 counts of illegal 
use/sales of a fraudulent transaction 
device, and 16 counts of using a computer 
to commit a crime (which could bring four 
years in prison for each count) on Oct. 11, 
2018 in Van Buren Township.

Calderon was charged with carrying 
a concealed weapon and brandishing a 
weapon in public on Jan. 25, 2018 in 
Sumpter Township. Calderon told Judge 
Green that she is to be extradited to face a 
felony drug charge in Texas. 

Calderon’s court-appointed attorney is 
Kathleen Tulacz. 

On Aug. 21, Calderon pled guilty to 
attempt to carry a concealed weapon, 
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a new charge, and the other two felony 
charges were dismissed in a plea deal. 
Sentencing is Sept. 10 before Circuit Court 
Judge Gregory Bill. 

Nico Denzel Bronaugh 

Nico Denzel Bronaugh, 37, waived his 
preliminary exam and was bound over 
for an arraignment on the information 
on Aug. 28 at circuit court. Bronaugh is 
charged with home invasion — first degree, 
possession of burglar tools, assault on a 
police officer, and malicious destruction 
to a building, less than $200 in Sumpter 
Township on July 15.

According to the Monroe News, Davey 
and Darrin Paul Gabbard, 48, of Allen 
Park, a man she had met on the internet, 
reportedly had their first date at the 
SandBar Grille and then the two went 
missing. The car was found submerged 
in 13 feet of water about 50 feet offshore 
at the Toledo Beach Marina. Their cell 
phones shut down around | a.m. Saturday, 
Aug. 17, police said. 

After the two went missing, fliers were 
widely circulated for the search. 

Monroe County Sheriff’s Department 
Det. Sgt. Rob Moody said there were no 
signs of foul play and the deaths do not 
appear to be suspicious. 

Det. Sgt. Moody told the Monroe News 
that it is believed the driver mistakenly 
drove into the lake. He said it could not 
be determined who was driving because 
neither was wearing a seat belt. 

Davey was well-known in the Belleville 
area because she worked for many years as 
a waitress at the former Mike’s restaurant at 
Belleville Road and the South I-94 Service 
Drive. She had lived behind the Belleville 
High School tennis courts and threw balls 
back to the students when balls went over 
her fence.
